Three guns, 160 feet apart and covered with tarpaulins, were 
emplaced on the southern edge of the field. ‘The gun barrels 
were about 13 feet long and pointed upward at an angle of 
about 45 degrees. Kast of the gun emplacements there was a 
cabin surrounded by steei masts avout 25-feet high. ‘The 
Goors of all hangars were closed. 


5. Twonty-four officers ranking from sub~-lieutenant to first
